Doctor 
Struck | 
Off The 


Register 


False Inoculation 
Certificate 


London, May 28. 

An Indian doctor, Dr Gur- 
dit Singh Malik, of Delhi, 
was struck off the register 
by the General Medical Coun- 
cil in London yesterday for 
having issued 2 false yellow 
fever certificate in 1948, 

Dr Gurdit Singh Malik, regis- 
tered at 1, Hailey Road; New 
Delhi, India, MB, BS, 1927, 
University of London, did not 
attend the Councll’s hearing. 

Dr Malik wos found - guilty 
of having tssued an {nter- 
national certificate of {noculation 
against yellow fever - to Mrs 
Sdyney Smith at New Delhi on 
June 15, 1948, when in fact 
Mrs Smith had, to his know- 
ledge, not been inoculated by 
him-on that date. . 

‘It was alleged that Dr Mulik 
was awnre that the certificate 
was untrue, misleading and im- 
proper, The certificate had 
aroused suspicion becnirse the 
origin and batch number of the 
vaccine shown on it Wid not, 
correspond with the records, ~ 
— Mrs Smith had-been inoculated 
against yellow fever at a mili- 
tary hospital ‘in March, 
and that certificate would have 
been valid for four years, The 
issue-of a fresh certifiente in 
June, 1948, meant ¢hat Mrs 
Smith’s period of Immunity had 
been extended: by one year and 
three months beyond the legal 
regulations, : 

When inqulrics were made, it 
was stated that the offence was 
a “misjudgment.” Dr Malik 
was alleged to have written: 
“Mrs. Smith came to sce me in 
1948 for a cholera injection as 
she was going back to Europe. 
I explained that she did not 
need an Injection. for yellow 
fever as she was already pro- 
tected until March, 1951.. She 
insisted on having a certificate 
and knowing she was protected 
I complied with her request,” 

Dr Mauk expressed his re- 
gret.—Reuter.
